Seventh Loan Drive 
To Start Soon 


Northern California’s share of the 
national 14-billion dollar Seventh 
War Loan quota will be 399 million 
dollars, it was announced today by 
W. W. Crocker, chairman of the 
Treasury Department’s Northern 
' California War Finance Committee. | 

Of this amount, 164 million dol- | 
lars must be raised through the 
sale of “E” bonds, the type of smal- 
ler-denomination bonds now held 
by 85 million Americans. 

The 164 million dollar “E” bond | 
quota represents a 60 percent in- | 
crease over the Sixth Drive quota. 
The sharp increase, officials said, 
is necessary because only two War 
Loan Drives will be launched in 
1945, as compared to three cam- 
paigns last year. 

Mr. Crocker said quotas for in- 
dividual communities throughout 
Northern California will be an- 
nounced soon by local War Finance 
Committee chairmen.
